WASHINGTON IS. SURPRISED 


Senator Is-Considered ‘There Well

INDIANAPOLIS, :Ind.,: March °8.— 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, today authorized the filing of 
his name in the'Indiana Presidential 
primary to be held on May 8, as‘an 
opponent of Senator James E. Wat- 
son. His petition, with 6,000 names 
attached to it, accordingly was filed 
late this afternoon—the last day ‘for 
filing—by Oscar Foellinger, manager 
of the Goodrich-New-Hays group, 
which has furthered the Hoover 
movenjent in Indiana. 

Mr. Foellinger previously had con- 
sulted with the Secretary of Com- 
merce over the long-distance tele- 
phone. For several days, while con- 
ferences were being held at Wash- 
ington by Mr. Hoover and his man- 
agers.and by Mr. Foellinger and his 
aids at Indianapolis, the question 
whether Mr. Hoover would decide to 
file in Indiana was uncertain, 

Finally, Mr. Hoover, after a:last- 
minute conference with his advisers 
at Washington, told Mr. Foellinger, 
who had held the petitions in -abey- 
ance, to “use his own judgment,’ 
Mr, . Foellinger immediately “pre- 
pared to file the petition. 

Announcement was made shortly 
afterward, however, that Mr. Hoo- 
ver had asked Mr. Foellinger to be- 
come his. State-campaign.-managet. 
Mr. Foellinger, who is: one of the 
publishers of The Fort Wayne News- 
Sentinel, immediately announced that 
he had accepted the managership.

WRECKS AIRPLANE 


Marine Captain and a Sergeant 
Crash in Nicaragua When 
Vulture Breaks Strut. 


PARACHUTES FAIL TO OPEN 


Plane Was About to Land at 
Esteli—Birds Are Greatest 
Peril to Fijers There.

“ MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 8.— 
Captain William C. Byrd and Ser- 
geant Rudolph A Frankforter were 


‘| killed. this afternoon in the crash of 


their airplane when about to land 
on the marine flying field at Esteli, 
ohe of the northern provinces, in 
which Sandinistas recently were ac- 
tive! y 

The crash was caused by one of 
the missiles which marine aviators 
fear more than anything else in Nic- 
aragua—not ino bullets, but the 
heavy and clumsy. vultures which 
swatm over the valleys and )fisids 
and which occasionally ctash into 
the planes. 

The buzzard which occasioned the 
first accidental deaths among marine 
fliers here tore out a strut of the 
left wing of Captain. Byrd's plane 
when at a height of 250 feet and slow- 
ing down for a landing.* The wing 
collapsed, the plane. rolled_over.on 
its back, went.into a spin and plung- 
ed to the ground. 


Victims Jump in Fall. 


Captain Byrd and Sergeant Frank- 
forter jumped clear of .the falling 
plane and tried to open their para- 
chutes, but the distance was too 
short to permit the opening. Both 
were killed instantly. 

Captain Byrd was married and 
lived at Orangeburg, S.C. Sergeant 
!Frankforter also leaves a wife and 

children, who live. at

Captain Byrd and Sergeant Frank-

DENIES SMITH NAMED 
ONLY CATHOLIC JUDGES 


Democratic State Committee Lists 
Appointments to Combat Charges 
Appearing Throughout Nation. 


As a result of newspaper advertise- 
ments and circulars charging that 
Governor Smith has appointed only 
Roman Catholic Judges, the Demo- 
cratic State Committee has sent out 
many thousands, of lists of Governor 
Smith's judicial appointments. The 
advertisements and circulars have 
declared. that ‘the Governor’s record 
in. New York State showed that, if 
elected President, he would appoint 
only Roman Catholics to the United 
States Supreme Court bench. 

The phrasing of the advertisements 
and. circulars, appearing in such 
widely separated States as. West 
Virginia and Nebraska, was identi- 
cal, showing that they emanated 
from a common source. They al- 
leged that the Governor had ap- 
pointed twenty-one Judges, all 
Catholics. Chief Judge Benjamin N. 
Cardozo of the Court of Appeals and 
Judge James Parsons of the Court 
of Claims were wrongfully included 
among the Catholics. 

Governor Smith's friends believe 
that the original source of the list 
was a bulletin published by the Sons 
and Daughters of Washington, of 
which Jay W. Forrest of Albany is 
the head. They also believe that the 
circulation of the. list-has been done 
largely by members of the Knights 
of the Great Forest, formerly the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

The list prepared by the Demo- 
cratic: State Committee. shows..that 
in appointments to the Court of Ap- 
peals, Suprem¢ Court and Court of 
Claims, the Governor during the 
seven years he.has served in the,of- 
fice has appointed fifteen Catholics, 
fourteen Protestants and three Jews, 
and that in appointing the heads of 
the State Departments Governor 
Smith. named nine Protestants, three 
Catholics and one Jew.

MELLON ANSWERS 
HEFLIN ON HEARST 


Made No Refund to Publisher, 
He Writes Smoot, and. Had So 
Informed Alabaman. _

WASHINGTON, March 8.—A letter 
written by Secretary Mellon to Sena- 
tor Smoot, Chairman of. the Finance 
Committee, in which it was stated 
that William Randolph Hearst had 
received no tax refunds since Mr.

ROCKEFELLER GIVES OUT DATA 


Issues Correspondence Answering 
Lewis on Ending Wage Agreement. 


Charges made by John L, Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, in his testimony be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce on Wednesday that 
the Consolidation Coal Company had 
repudiated its wage agreement with 
the United Mine Workers as far 
back as July, 1925, were answered 
yesterday by the publication of cor- 
respondence between Mr. Lewis, C. 
W. Watson, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the company, and 

John D, Rockefeller Jr., one of the 
principal stockholders. 

The correspondence asked for by 
Mr. Rockefeller was made public 
from Mr. Rockefeller's office "ab 26 
Bpnadwer. 

In a telegram to Mr. Lewis on May 
29, 1925, Mr. Watson made the state- 
ment that vy iow the previous year 
the company had been operating un- 
der the wage agreement entered into 
in June, 1924, at an appalling cost. 

“Further operation became impos- 
sible in the face of the heavy losses,’’ 
Mr, Watson telegraphed. In the mes- 
sage he suggested to Mr. Lewis that 
the best interests of the operators 
and miners demanded a cancellation 
by mutual consent of the existing 
contract, but that, at the same time, 
the company would not arbitrarily 
abrogate the contract. 

In his answer to that message Mr. 
Lewis declared that the agreement 
was valid for a neriod of twenty-two 
months, and the request of the com- 

to cancel the contract by mu- 
ual agreement was wrong. 

‘*‘Measured by any accepted rule of 
commercial conduct, it constitutes an 
assault upon the business traditions

This was answered by Mr. Watson 
in a telegram sent on June 5, in 
which he said in part:

TO SERVE AS NAVAL BASE 


Railroad From Belgrade to Be Run 
by Electricity Is Also Planned 
by Officials.

GENEVA, March 8.—It is Jearned 
that a consortium of English and 
American banks has signed with the 
Yugoslav Government an agreement 
providing a loan to Belgrade of $250,- 
000,000. The consortium, which is 
headed by Schroeder & Co. of Lon- 
don includes Blair & Co. as the chief 
American member. Under the plan 
drafted the Joan would be issued at 
97; be payable in fifty years and 
bear 7 per cent. interest. , 

Under the. agreement signed be- 
tween Maurice Rothschild, represent- 
ing the consortium,. and Finatce 
Minister Markovitch of Yugoslavia, 
Belgrade would pledge receipts from 
customs and the Government mon- 
opolies of tobacco, matches, sugar 
and petro] to guarantee service of 
the loan. This agreement must be 
ratified by the Yugoslav Parliament 
within three months. 

The loan is to be used partly for 
stabilization of the Serbian dinar, 
but more specifically for the equip- 
ment of Cattaro as a big modern 
port and naval] base end a railroad 
running from the capital to the port. 
This road, 500 kilometers long, will 
be electrified. It will reduce the time 
needed to go from Belgrade to Cat- 
taro from thirty to seven hours, 

The making of this loan has im- 
portant political angles, having, it is 
said, been approved by the British 
Foreign Office it indicates that Eng- 
land will have a new interest in 
Yugoslavia, which might wel] affect 
London's attitude toward current di- 
vergencies between Rome and Bel- 
grade. It certainly tends to strength- 
en Yugoslavia in ‘face of Italy and 
doubtless will arouse no enthusiasm 
in Rome. 

Of course France apr Wy" behind 
Yugoslavia, her ally, and thus the 
general result of th s large financial 
operation seems to mark something 
of a check to Mussolini’s foreign 
policy in the Adriatic, 

The Serbs will make the new port 
their naval base. The Austrians had 
a good naval base there before the 
war and much of their Bey 9 org is 
still available.

The British have always been con- 


sistent, before the formation of the 
League of Nations and since, in per- 
fecting commitments to arbitrate 
all issues.. They.have always con- 
tended that there are some issues 
which they will not arbitrate. They 
have always believed that the United 
States Government stood in the same 
position, as indeed we have done on 
numerous public occasions. There- 
fore the English are inclined to be- 
lieve that in the last analysis we 
shall-have reservations to the prom- 
ise never to fight again, which, will 
in a-manner me checkmates to the 
reservations they may wish to make. 
Independent of the necessity of a 
certain amount of force being needed 
to protect the British Empire, the 
English have other commitments in 
addition to those of the League cov- 
enant. There is the Locarno Treaty, 
in which the British in effect prom- 
ised France to help her if again at- 
tacked by Germany. The object of 
the British in making this promise 
was to protect themselves against 
German occupation of the channel 
ports, whence London could be 
shelled. 

One thing the British wish to know 
is whether Mr. Kellogg’s treaty 
would affect their right to fight un- 
der the Locarno Treaty...

It had 
been admitted that for a long time 
the empire had held together with- 
out any such central authority and 
that.there was.no:means of coercion 
of the Dominions. 2 , . 

Premier Hertzog’s speech was in 
the ‘resolutions 
passed. by the Imperial Conference 
and the House was crowded with dis- 
tpgnished visitors... He .moved rati- 
fication of ‘the. Imperial Conference 
resolutions, which he said were of a 
national and international character. 
The root principle throughout, he 
said, was the equality of status of 
the British Dominions in all matters 
affecting inter-imperial relations. 

“Each State is master:of its own 
destiny,’’ the Premier declared, ‘‘and 
must also be the sole judge of the 
extent of its cooperation with the 
associate States whose independent 
status can never be denied.’ 

In conclusion the Premier drew a 
picture of the South African situa- 
tion with regard to the League of 
Nations which, he said, made neu- 
trality a oe not only for Great 
Britain and the Dominions but for 
every other member of the League. 
Any other view than this he as- 
serted, was erroneous and mis- 
chievous. 

Genera] Jan Smuts, leader of the 
Opposition, considered it of the ut- 
most importance for the Union to 
avoid all occasions where the ques- 
tion of neutrality could possibly 
arise. This question should be looked 
upon purely as an academic one in 
the future. 

The debate was adjourned without 
a vote being taken on the motion for 
ratification of the conference reso- 
lutions.

CANNES, March 8.—Out of the five 
young women who started from 
Paris on horseback just two weeks 
ago to ride to Cannes, 700 miles 
away, two reached their goal this 
morning. One of them was the 16- 
year-old Hindu dancer, Mile. Gaiatry, 
and the other was the French 

equestrienne, Rachel Grossi. 


They arrived together, but the lit- 
tle ndu girl was actually nine 
hours ahead of her rival, having 
waited for her at Frejus so the two 
could enter Cannes together. 

Mille. egg won the race by 
early rising. ver since the second 
day she has been up and away long 
before dawn, pushing far ahead of 
her rivals, who only when half the 
distance had been covered began to 
try to overtake her with long 
stretches, two of them covering 
nearly 200 kilometers in a day, in 
their efforts to reduce her lead. 

A large crowd gathered to witness 
the finish. Due to their rest at Freu- 
jus, both riders and horses looked 
fresh as they dashed past the smart 
Riviera throng. The Municipality of 
Cannes and the local racing and 
sporting clubs as well as the Casino 
are to award handsome prizes and 
Mayor Capron will give an official 
luncheon for the riders on Saturday. 

Discussing her victory, Mlle. Gaia- 
try gave the credit to her practice of 
early rising and to the good work of 
her mascot, a tiny love tortoise 
named ‘‘Laschmi,’’ which she car- 
ried with her all the way. 

Ever since the second day of the 
ride Mile. Gaiatry has been up and 
away long before dawn, pushing far 
ahead of her rivals, who only when 
half the distance had been covered 
began to try to overtake her with 
long stages, two of them covering 
nearly kilometers in a day in 
their efforts to reduce her lead. 

Mile. Gaiatry fell once when her 
horse slipped on the tarred roads. 
Mme. Mary Feraud, the originator 
of the race, had to retire when a 
careless blacksmith lamed her horse.

ile upholding Great Britain’s 
attitude in seeking to maintain for 

herself the mastery of the seas, as a 

privilege acquired after centuries of 

struggling, Admiral Ratye declared: 

“But today any one willing to face 
the future fairly can have no illu- 
sions. There can be no longer a’ 
master of the seas. There can be 
no longer great sea lords. For the 
ocean ay’, the vital arteries of 
great colonial empires, are at the 
mercy of new weapons. 

‘The hour has eome when we must 
wage a bitter war excess 
naval armaments, not losing our- 
selves among the nebulosities of in- 
2 disarmament and ready reck- 
onings of tonnage, but in amending 
the laws governing maritime warfare 
So as to permit a reduction in arma- 
ments and, in place of expanding the 
battle areas by dragging in neutrals, 
restrict the areas where such con- 
flicts can be waged to make the neu- 
tral nations the guardians of zones 
of peace. 


Declares Position of France. 


“A short time ago the President of 
the Naval Commission of the French 
Senate, speaking in the name of the 
thirty-three members of the commis- 
sion, declared that we would not go 
to any future naval conferencé which 
was not based upon the principle of 
the freedom of the seas. is declara- 
tion called forth warm applause from 
the entire assembly. 

“That suffices to show you the 
sentiment of France. That is why 
it is permitted to me to speak to you 
without restriction of the at idea 
which is dear to you, in the service 
of which we are employing ourselves, 
as no doubt are all those who love 
the spirit of peace and have the de- 
sire to reduce armaments, to the 
benefit of all mankind through the 
reduction of maritime servitude.”’ 

Admiral Ratye began nis speech by 
declaring that the sea has done more 
to unite France and the United 
States than to separate them. Citin 
the part the American Navy play 
in bringing troops to France during 
the World War, Admiral Ratye 
praised President Roosevelt for 
building up that navy. 

“But in its far-seeing policy your 
Government was not content merely 
with building ships,’’ Admiral Ratye 
declared. ‘‘You wished to link two 
seas strategetically and so built the 
Panama Canal, which doubled your 
maritime power. 

‘“‘Friends, guard it well.’’ 

Taking up the question of the free- 
— of the ‘seas, Admiral Ratye 
said: 

‘“‘The freedom of the seas is a prin- 
ciple which you have many times 
asserted. It is to be found in that 
precious bag so swelled with fine 
hope which President Wilson brought 
to Paris. 


Concede’s Britain’s Position. 


“But at this epoch the greatest 
maritime nation refused to consider 
it, for she still hoped to maintain 
the privilege which it had taken her 
centuries to secure. 


‘*Who now dares blame her? When 
a people has possessed such a privi- 
lege so dearly won, how can it be 
expected benevolently to yield that 
which it feels it is sufficiently power- 
ful to conserve? 

“The gentlemen of the English 
Navy, if they have been equaled, 
have never been surpassed. They 
are entitled to our esteem and our 
admiration. And if in order to de- 
fend the doctrine of the freedom of 
the seas I am obliged to speak 
against the triotism and glory of 
the British Empire, I refrain, for 
it is not long since English soldiers 
were fighting side by side with ours 
on French soil. 

“For if Jellicoe had not been a 
glorious victor at Jutland, if the 
British Tommies had not pesty. in 
the war crossed the Channel by hun- 
dreds of thousands, we would have 
res submerged by a barbarous 

ood. 

“But the freedom of the seas, as 
I understand it, should serve, on the 
contrary, to uphold England through 
rhe pa the endless time servi- 
tude which so vast a Colonial empire 
requires, 


Theory of Freedom of the Seas. 


‘“‘Wherein consists essentially the 
theory of the freedom of' the seas 
that we conceive? 


“First, admit that there are coastal 
waters; there are also the high seas. 
Coastal or territorial waters former- 
ly extended only so far as the range 
of the old muzzle-loader cannons; 
but modern cannons are more pow- 
erful and their maximum range is 
probably forty kilometers. From the 
waters he merge it would be impos- 
sible for ships to bombard a coast. . 

“Second, let it be agreed that the 
waters beyond, which are ir ger 
as the high seas, are neutral; that 
it is not permitted to fight therein 
nor to use the right of search and 
seizure, as in the coastal waters of 
the belli nts, . 

“In er words, one says to the 
nations, “The waters which bathe 

our shores, which surround your 

érritory, which are like a prolonga- 

tion of your land, are yours. They 
are your protec belt. But the 
high seas, they iong to none. 
Humanity has taken them by force 
and driven war from them. case

BRITISH MARINES 
ON GUARD-IN-KOWEIT 


Reports of Arab Hostilities Not 
Confirmed—Saud’ Plans 
‘Trip to Mecca. 





LONDON, March 8 ().—British of- 
ficialdom, ‘with ‘characteristic Eng- 
lish calm, tonight ‘viewed the “‘holy 
war’ in Arabia with less concern. 
But dispatches from the district near 
the head of the Persian Gulf painted 
a different picture. 

Official observers gave out a re- 
port that Ibn Saud, King of Hedjaz 
and Sultan of the Nejd, was plan- 
ning a visit to Mecca. They pointed 
out that the Wahabis are not friend- 
ly toward the holy city of Moham- 
medanism and deduced that Ibn 
Saud was not likely to leave Reyadh, 
his capital, in the centre of Arabia, 
if there was any immediate prospect 
of putting his own forces into the 
field. 

This estimate was easily coupled 
with previous analyses of Ibn Saud’s 
character, which made him out as 
more anxious for restoration of his 
yearly subsidy from the British Gov- 
ernment than' for extension of his 
domain. 


Dispatches from Basra, Iraq, 


showed the British there and at Ko- 
weit preparing for possible early 
raids on the frontiers. Ai es, 
armored cars and transpo cars 
have been stationed outside the walls 
of Koweit, ready for a dash to any 
threatened point, and marines and 
bluejackets from a British man-of- 
war are P adhe yen the streets dail 

Unconfirmed reports have 
Basra that the western edge 
desert is already blazing desert 
warfare, with several villages in 
Transjordania captured and looted 
by Wahabis. But nothing of that 
sort came from points nearer the 
scene.

JERUSALEM, March 8 (#).—The 
Palestine Government announced to- 
night that rumors that Ibn Saud has 
formally declared a ‘‘holy war’’ 
against the Mohammedans of Kow- 
eit, Iraq and Transjordania lack con- 
firmation. 


AMEER’S VISIT COSTLY. 


Berlin Weighs Financial Results of 
Entertaining Royalty. 


BERLIN, March 8 (4).—Now that 
the cost is being counted of enter- 
taining Amanullah Khan, Ameer of 
Afghanistan, and his party, it has 
been found by the newspaper Acht- 
uhrabendblatt that the Afghan mon- 
arch has been a somewhat expensive 
guest to the fatherland. 


The paper figures the total bill for 
these guests during their fortnight 
sojourn at approximately 1,000, 
marks ($250,000), of which 185,000 
was the value of the airplane pre- 
sented to the King by the Federal 
Government. Other gifts showered 
on Amanullah Khan by German in- 
dustrialists—with an eye on future 
orders—are valued at about 400,000 
marks. 

The rental of Prince Albrecht’s 
palace, with floral decorations, spe- 
cial kitchen equipment and other 
luxuries, is estimated roughly at 
80,000 marks, and street decorations 
and municipal receptions at about 
67,000 marks. 

The royal visit, it is admitted, ben- 
efited the local trade to some extent, 
and the city, perhaps, on a general 
balance is not much out of pocket, 
but there still remains a debit bal- 
ance of about 500,000 marks to be 
covered by the Federal public funds.

PARIS, March 8.—The French elec- 
tion campaign has begun with heat 
and acrimony. There are still six 
weeks before the first poll will be 
held and within the Chamber a 
small number of Deputies every day 
are quietly engaged in voting useful 
legislation diligently. But in the 
press the political passion of 1924 and 
1926 has again burst into flame. 

The quarrel is all about who was 
to blame for the downfall of. the 
franc. What the Right Parties as- 
sert are secret and confidential ar- 
chives of the Ministers, have been 
produced by some of the Left Depu- 
ties, notably Ernest Deladier, now 
President of the Radical Socialist 
Party, to show that the disaster of 
1926 was the direct result of the 
failures and faults of previous Gov- 
ernments, notably of Poincaré’s 
Government durin the two years 
before the last election. 

Among the documents of the most 
striking is a letter of protest from 
the French Ambassador, Pretti de la 
Rocca, on March 9, 1925, to the then 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, telling 
what damage the Temps articles 
were doing in Spain by spreadin 
systematically a wave of non-confi- 
anes in the franc.

CHINESE REDS BURNED 3,000 


Tortured Victims of Leiyang Mas- 
sacre-——Missionaries’ Fate Unknown 





, HANKOW, March 8 (#).—Chinese 
gources, in giving details of the re- 


cent massacre of 3,000 at Leiyang, 
today said Communists and dis- 
banded soldiers fired the houses of 
all the well-to-do citizens, who were 
penned inside with women and chil- 
dren and. burned to death. 
Everybody who appeared to be 


prosperous was murdered in the 
southern Hunan city. Usually the 


victums were tortured first, their 
eyes being gouged and their ears cut 
off. Whole families were so treated, 
parents being compelled to watch 
their children being mutilated and 
children to watch the torturing of 
their parents. 

Several foreign missionaries were 
in the Lelyang area at the time and 
their fate was not known. 

Anti-Communist troops from Han- 
kow have occupied Leiyang since the 
Massacre and the marauders have 
gone to Kwangtung, where they are 


reported to be continuing their out- 
rages.

She estimates 
that the flight will save from one 
and one-half ta three days in the 
transportation of transatlantic mail. 

Miss Johnson wag here to pay a 
hurried good-hya visit’ to her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mra, P, O. Johnson of 
Manoa, a suburb. A former adver- 
tising writer, Miss Johnson has be- 
come well known for her work with 
the United States Air Mail Service 
end has béen called the “Apostle of 
the Air Mail.’’ She has flown 20,000 
miles in the past two years. 

“We will not carry any air mail 
from this side on the eastbound 
trip,’’ Miss Johnson explained today 
in telling her plans. ‘‘The trip was 
arranged too hurriedly to permit 
that. However, we will collect mail 
aboardship from passengers and 
upon our return to New York will 
bring mail from Germany. 

*“‘We will take off from a point 600 
miles off Bremen or, if arrange.

He was freed on a grand larceny 
charge which was withdrawn by his 
wife in connection with his appro- 
priation of a $600 diamond pendant 
a short time after their marriage 
about a year ago, and a detective 
arrested him on another charge. 

His wife, Theresa, whom he mar- 
ried under the name Van Norden, 
and who now seeks an annulment, 
had told Magistrate McQuade that 
she felt that nothing could be ac- 
complisned by pressing her charge, 
in view of her move to dissolve their 
marriage. Schmidt, attired in new 
raiment which she had sent him, 
was about to walk out of court when 
Detective Durning arrested him on 
another grand larceny charge in 
connection with his alleged cashing 
of ten checks about a year ago, 
totaling $2,140. 

“I thought I’d get a ‘break’ when 
I went to headquarters and gave my- 
self up for questioning in the Brown 
case,’’ announced the prisoner, ‘‘but 
this is what I get for it.

BOARD OF ESTIMATE 
ENDORSES PENSION BILL 


Measure Before Legislature Cuts 
Application Age to 55—Two 
Other Bills Are Approved. 





The Board of Estimate approved 
by resolution yesterday the bill pend- 
ing in the Legislature permitting city 
employes to apply for pensions when 
they reach the age of 55. The meas- 
ure, which reduces by five years the 
present age limit for such applica- 
tions, was one of three approved by 
the board in response to a 1.tter from 
the State Pension Commission a.“:- 
ing. for an expression of the city’s 
views. 

The second bill approved provides 
for the abolition of the 10 per cent. 
reduction clause in_ existing legisla- 
tion. The third would provide pen- 
sions for all city employes with 
twenty years of service to their 
credit who Jose their places. because 
of the consolidation of departments 
or other changes of like nature. 

An attempt some time ago to per- 
mi: retirement on pension at the age 
of 55 failed when a bill passed by 
the Municipal Assembly was declared 
unconstitutional .by» Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph Proskauer. be- 
cause it included county employes, 

The 10 per cent. clause, the aboli- 
tion of which is provided for.in the 
second measure endorsed by the 
board, was adopted originally as a 
safety measure to recompense the 
city for pensions undeservedly ob- 
tained. Its opponents have long con- 
tended that it constitutes an unwar- 
ranted reflection upon the honesty of

The presentation last night 
was a brilliant one, conducted with 
high devotion to the task by all con- 
cerned, and virtually a repetition of 
the American premiére of the score, 
under Mr. Koussevitzky, on Feb. 24 
in Boston. There ‘‘Oedipus. Rex’? 
had such a success that the manage- 
ment of the orchestra decided to 
undergo all the expense and labor 
involved in the undertaking of a New 
York performance. : 

Saving for the short ballet which 
Stravinsky has written at the behest 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge 
for performance in the near future 
in Washington, this is his latest 
composition. The text was compiled 
by Jean Cocteau, after the drama of 
Sophocles. It was done into Latin 
by J. Danielou, for the purpose, 
presumably, of emphasizing the clas-

POWER OF JUDGES. 


Inthe Legislature at Albany on 
Tuesday. a decree of death was 
issued for a whole series of what 
are called crime bills. Perhaps too 
many of them were urged at once 
upon the Judiciary Committees: 
But.one of the measures killed had 
nothing to do with the other pro- 
posed: laws for the repression of 
crime. It was simply a bill empow- 
ering a Judge in a criminal trial to 
comment upon the evidence and the 
character of the witnesses. Its in- 
tention was to assimilate our prac- 
tice to the English. It is a proposal 
which has long been urged by Amer- 
ican law’ reformers, and has been 
adopted in several States. .It was 
embodied in the outline of a Code 
of Criminal Procedure prepared for 
the National Crime Commission by 
the late: Herpert.S. Hapiey of St. 
Louis.: As he phrased the change in 
the law,: it ran‘as follows: 

In the conduct of the trial, in- 
cluding the ‘examination .of wit- 
nesses, the Judge shall have the 
same. powers as at common law. 
He shall instruct the jury as: to 
the law applicable to the case and 
in said instructions may make such 
commients on the evidence as’ to 
testimony and character of any 
witness as, in his opinion, the in- 
terests of justice may require. 

This sensible and simpie improve- 
ment of the administration of the 
criminal law did not commend itself 
to! the: fastidious lawyers in the 
Albany Legislature.’ They prefer to

When Isn SAvuD, Sultan of Nejd 
and King of the Hedjaz, addressed 
the World Moslem Congressin Mec- 
ca in July of 1926 he spoke not as a 
fierce Bedouin chiéf' of whom ‘even 
the tribesmen of the desert. stood in 
awe, but .as a staid man of dignity, 
restraint and political. wisdom. His 
characteristic words then were: 

You should walk in’ all matters 
according to the dictates of wisdom 
and common sense; you should aim 
only at things within your reach; 
and you. should not attempt’ what 
you cannot achieve lest you meet 
with failure and discomfiture. 

His further word was that “Islam 
must be at one with itself.” But the 
Wahabis seem not to be held by the 
leash of the temperate words of this 
Puritan of the Wilderness—the burn- 
ing wilderness into which HaGar, the 
mother of ISHMAEL, made her flight. 
They .are showing themselves true 
Ishmaelites in raising their hands 
against their neighbors, and, accord- 
ing to reports, they have brought 
their old leader to their view. 

There have been rumblings of 
discontent throughout Islam during 
these years because of the Wahabi 
occupation of the Holy Cities. It 
was charged by the “True Believ- 
ers” that the Wahabi “ Reformers” 
were heretical and had defiled the 
Tomb of the Prophet. Egypt’ com- 


‘| plained of indignities shown her pil- 


grims by the irrepressible Wahabi 
fanatics when they made their an- 
nual journey to Mecca with the Holy 
Carpet. India advised prospective 
pilgrims to hold their plans in abey- 
ance, and Persia sent a commission 
to confer in the matter. But the 
“boycott” threatened for the pil- 
grimage in 1927 did not occur. The 
Holy Carpet was sent as usual and 
a record attendance at the cere- 
monies last August was reported. 
From Egypt alone 15,000 pilgrims 
went up to Mecca. The total atten- 
dance was estimated at more than 
200,000,.0f whom 20,000 came from 
Persia, Iraq and Afghanistan and 
50,000 from the Dutch East Indies.

OUR TASK IN NICARAGUA. 


Rejection of the Heflin resolution 
for the withdrawal of the marines 
from Nicaragua might have been 
safely predicted. What could not 
be ‘foretold ‘so confidently was the 
unanimous vote by which the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
has dismissed the latest happy 
thought from Alabama. It re- 
mained for Chairman Boran, him- 
self.no advocate of intervention, to 
restate in plain terms a situation 
which has only been befogged™ by 
the easy formula’ that ‘we have 
no right in Nicaragua.” Whatever 
may. have been the rights and 
wrongs before we assumed ‘the task 
of guaranteeing a fair popular elec- 
tion, it is obvious that we are now 
driving to the same end that would 
be in the mind of people who insist 
that the Nicaraguans be left to 
work out their own destinies. It 
may be that if we had not stepped 
in, the Liberal army would by this 
time have taken possession of the 
Government. It is much nearer cer- 
tainty that under a safeguarded 
election the Liberal majority in the 
country, if it exists, will come into 
its own. ’ 

State Department pressure is now 
exerted not against the Liberals but 
against the Conservatives. We have 
let it be known that a fair electoral 
law must be enacted at Managua. 
To the Chamorrist contention that 
SANDINO’s. activities in the north- 
ern departments render a fair poll 
impossible, the obvious reply is that 
the country in which SANDINO is 
operating is not likely to be a Con- 
servative stronghold; the loss of 
votes will be on the Liberal side. 
In other words, those who would 
have the mistakes of our Nicara- 
guan policy demonstrated should 
ask for nothing better than a free 
election. They will then, in the 
event of a Liberal victory, be in a 
much stronger position to argue 
that we have been backing the 
wrong horse from the beginning. 
They. would be deprived of that 
argument if our soldiers withdrew 
and the Conservatives were allowed 
to have their own way with the dis- 
armed Liberals. 

From the beginning the alter- 
natives have been hands off in 
Nicaragua and a decision by mili- 
tary force, or the. procedure now 
under way. It is perfectly feasible 
to maintain that it is no concern 
of ours how the Nicaraguans. go 
about selecting their Governments. 
There are students of Latin Amer- 
ica who openly advocate abandon- 
ment of our new policy of frowning 
upon revolutions and a return to 
the policy of recognizing a Govern- 
ment from whatever source arriv- 
ing,- even, as has been often. the 
case, from the machine gun and 
rifle. .To have this clearly stated 
is already a’gain.: It should be.con- 
ducive to \a. little more reasoned 
criticism of. what .we: have been 
doing in Nicaragua.

So 
far. from running down, the cosmic 
clock has been ticking but a few 
decades, . astronomically speaking. 
The energy radiated is astounding, 
inconceivable—50 horsepower ‘from 
each square inch ‘of the © sun’s 
surface, for example, ‘according’ to 
JEANS. But itis generated as 
mass is annihilated. At some in- 
conceivably remote period all the 
mass will have been:literally radiat- 
ed into space. Or, if mass cannot be 
so completely dissipated, the end of 
a star may be seen ‘in the com- 
panion of Sirius—something small 
and dense, an incipient cinder. 
Somehow this gloomy end of the 
universe does not satisfy the physi- 
cist, even. though it. is now. placed 
eons hence: What becomes of all 
this radiated energy? Some of it is 
demonstrably converted into other 
forms. But the rest—by, far the 
greater part?. It must go some- 
where. So we find the physicist be- 
ginning to wonder whether energy 
can.be converted into mass. The 
process is unthinkable at present. 
Imagine heat and light turned back 
into the matter that produced them! 
A glimmering hope is held out by 
the Hinstein theory. .If the universe 
is finite and space. is curved and re- 
entrant, as we now have at least 
mathematical reason to believe, who 
knows but that after an ineffably 
long flight radiant energy will re- 
turn? There is not the slightest 
evidence of any such process. Yet, 
if we are to wind up the cosmic 
clock in imagination, it must be by 
the now seemingly foolish conver- 
sion of energy into mass.

Police Captain John Hughes, vet- 
eran of twenty-five years’ service, 
and known on the force as ‘‘Chesty’”’ 
Hughes, ‘went on trial yesterday be- 
fore Deputy Police Commissioner 
John A. Leach in Brooklyn Head- 
quarters. 

The charges, brought by Inspector 
Joseph P. Loonam, chief of the Elev- 
enth Inspection District, were that 
Captain Hughes failed on the night 
of Feb. 13 to make proper investiga- 
tion of the conduct of two customs 
men toward two policemen, and de- 
clined to permit a patrolman to ar- 
rest the guards, who were alleged to 
have threatened him with pistols 
while he was seeking to perform his 
duty. 

Hughes’s actual accuser is a young 
patrolman, Edward G. Clark, of the 
Butler Street, Brooklyn, station. He 
told his story on the witness stand 
yesterday. Captain Hughes did not 
testify, and the case was put off un- 
til March 22.

‘HERO’ POLICEMAN OUSTED. 


Warren Drops Ferraro, Who Fabri- 
cated Story of a Rescue. 


Police Commissioner Warren signed 
the order yesterday morning which 
wrote finis across the police career 
of Patrolman Vito C. Ferraro, for- 
merly of the Rapelyea Street Station 
in Brooklyn. The Commissioner had 





presided at the trial himself, event-

As reported, the bill provides for a 
revolving. fund of $250,000,000 to be 
loaned by the Government to coop- 
erative marketing associations .or 
farm agencies to aid in orderly mar- 
keting of surplus crops. If this 
scheme fails, the Federal Farm 
Board proposed by the bill would be 
permitted to levy an equalization fee 
on producers of each commodity in 
the marketing of which a loss had 
been sustained. 

To meet the objections made last 
year by Attorney General Sargent, 
the new bill removes all restrictions 
upon President Coolidge to name the 
board members. The liability of the 
Federal Government to the aggre- 
gate amount of the revolving fund 
and the stabilization funds is now 
limited. 


Applies to All Farm Commodities. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (7).—The 
House Agriculture Committee, con- 
tinuing to wrestle with the Farm Re- 
lief bill in executive session, con- 


cerned itself today with that section 
relating to the powers of the Fed- 
eral Farm Board to be created under 
the bill, but came.to no conclusion. 
Meanwhile, Chairman McNary of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee sub- 
mitted to his colleagues an extensive 
explanation of his modified bill. This 
noted that ‘far-reaching changes’ 
had materially altered the measure 
from that pa.sed and vetoed last ses- 
sion, but declared that ‘“‘it is ad- 
dressed to the same problem and is 
based upon the same general prin- 
ciples.’’ 

While the equalization - fee, 
which President Coolidge objected so 
strenuously last year, remains in the 
bil, nine other points registered 
against the previous proposal have 
been met. Among these is making 
the relief provisions applicable for 
all commodities, instead of only six 
‘‘basic’’ commodities. 

The bone of contention in both 
bills, when they reach the floor of 
the Senate and House for debate, is 
expected once more to be the equali- 
zation fee.

RIDES STEEL BEAM 
HALF WAY IN FALL 


Worker Leaps Clear. in Brooklyn 
Plunge—Both Legs Broken, 
He Smokes Cigarette. 








CRASH ATTRACTS 3,000 





Comrades, Unshaken, Resume Work 
‘and Place Falien Girder Which 
Narrowly Missed Several. 





When a steel beam on which he 
was working at the top of the new 
Williamsburgh Savings Bank under 
construction at Flatbush Avenue and 
Hanson Place, Brooklyn, suddenly 
tore loose from its support and 
plunged into the street yesterday, 
George Kloven, 24 years old, rode 
it half way down its eighty-foot dive, 
then jumped clear before it crashed 
to the ground. 

When fellow steel-workers reached 
him, Kloven’s only request was for a 
cigarette, which he smoked while 
waiting for an ambulance. 

He fell face downward about ten 
feet away from the beam. Rolling 
over on his back, he grinned and as- 
sured his comrades that he was all 


right. But after examination by a 
Methodist Episcopal Hospital su-- 
geon he was removed to that insti- 
tution, where it was said ] e suffered 
fractures of both legs, internal in- 
juries and a gash in his face. 

The mishap occurred at 3:30 in the 
afternoon, when crowds were pass- 
ing the Long Island Railroad on 
near by. The forty-foot beam, weigh- 
ing three-quarters of a ton, fell with 
a crash that startled the neighbor- 
hood and attracted a crowd of 3,(.0 
persons, many of whom thought 
that the entire steel framework of 
the building had collapsed. Police 
quarters received reports that 
three men had been killed, and sent 
four ambulances and six surgeons to 
the scene. 

Kloven had ridden the beam up- 
from the street with three other 
steel-workers. When it reached its 
position at the sixth floor, the 
pinned it to an upright: on the left 
side with four bolts. Kloven started 
to cross to another upright at the 
right side and was halfway across 
when the beam fell. About half way 
down workers saw Kloven jump 
away from it. 

It was thought that the beam had 
sheared the bolts pinning it to the 
upright. 

Kloven lives at 4,621 Seventh Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. He was employed by 
the McClintic-Marshall Compa of 
50 Church Street, Manhattan, which 
is doing the steel work on the thirty- 
nine-story structure. 

Within a few minutes after Kloven 
was taken to the hospital his fellow- 
workers straightened out the bends 
in the beam with torches and sledge- 
hammers. Less than an hour after 
the accident it was again raised into 
position and securely pinned. 

Detective Lieutenant David Mc- 
Clunn of the Bergen Street Station 
investigated the accident and con- 
cluded there was not any negligence. 

If the beam had‘ fallen into Ashland 
Place it probably would have killed 
several persons passing at the time. 
Fortunately it fell near the building 
n a space where steel and timber 
were stored and which was deserted 
at the moment.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 8. 
—Need for drastic reforms in the ad- 
ministration of justice, including the 
abolition of capital punishment and 
the creation of a commission to sen- 
tence convicted criminals, is stressed 
in the report of the Social Service 
Committee of the New Jersey Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church which was presented and ap- 
proved today at the annual meeting 
in St. Paul’s Church here. The con- 
ference will remain in session until 
Monday. 

“Our law,’’ says the committee, 
“seems to be a kind of game in 
which the defendant is given every 
chance to.escape. Cases are quashed 
for trivial reasons. The abuse of 
the bail system is notorious. The 
punishment of crime calls for a more 
scientific procedure. 

“Boys of 13 and 14 years of age are 
incarcerated with hardened criminals 
and mental and moral degenerates, 
and in disgracefully insanitary con 
ditions, while many criminals es- 
cape. Unfortunates whose only. of- 
fense is their inability to pay a fine 
are imprisoned, while their families 
suffer in poverty. 

The committee recommends the ap- 


pointment of a commission to fix the 
penalty to be imposed on those found 
guilty of crimes. 

Discussing the abolition of capital 
punishment, the committee says: 

‘“‘Juries and witnesses shrink from 
rendering a verdict which will result 
in death. Consequently, as a result 
of wealth, influence or the shrewd- 
ness. of counsel, the criminal in a 
large majority of cases is set free 
or. is convicted of a lesser crime.’

counsel for the defendant, at 9:05 
o’clock last night, Judge J. Harry 
Tiernan adjourned the trial until 10 
o’clock this morning, the new panel 
of 200 talesmen called for the day 
having been exhausted. Up to that 
time 500 talesmen had been sum- 
moned. Judge Tiernan ordered that 
another panel of 100 .be summoned, 
and intimated that, if the jury box 
was. not filled «by the close of the 
session tonight, another 200 tales- 
men would be summoned for Satur- 
day’s session. 

The sixth and seventh jurors se- 
lected were Edward M. Grant of 410 
Bay View Avenue, Princes Bay, an 
employe of a dental works, and John 
Daly, an inspector of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. in ttan, 
living at 1,203 Bay Street, Rosebank. 
It was at the night session, which 
began at 7 o’clock, that the other 
three jurors were accepted. They

FLIER DIES IN DIVE 
OF WARTIME PLANE 


Mulcahy, Canadian, Is Killed in 
400-Foot Crash at Cur- 
tis Field. 

















FORMER BRITISH WAR PILOT 





He Came Here From Canada About 
Two Months Ago—He Did 
Not Own the Plane. 





Special to The New York Times, 
CURTISS FIELD, L. I., March 8.— 
An Avro biplane, a British wartime 
training plane built before 1917, 
dived from a height of 400 feet here 
this afternoon, killing the only oc- 


cupant, James Mulcahy, 29 years " 


old, former British Roya] Flying 
Corps pilot. The plane dived almost 
straight downward, striking the 
ground with a terrific crash which 
was heard afar. The pilot was 
hurled twenty feet from the machine. 


ac-| He died instantly. 


The fuselage snapped off at the en- 
gine mountings and rebounded into 
the air, settling into a mass of 
tangled wires, struts, braces and 
wing fabric. 

An investigation was started at 
once by Department of Commerce 
Inspector Marshal Boggs, who was 
at Curtiss Field at the time. After 
questioning a number of persons who 
witnessed the crash, and examining 
the wreckage of the plane, he or- 
dered it burned. 

The gasoline tank, which still held 
some of the gasoline, exploded, scat- 
tering the crowd. 

James Buhl, who conducts a gaso- 
line station near by, said“that he 
heard the motcr missing badly and 
then stop altogether. 
the door in time to see the plane

As a result of Buhl’s statement, 
pilots decided that Mulcahy at- 
tempted to stretch out his glide so 
that he could land at Roosevelt 
Field.

The plane was owned by Benaford

Inspector Boggs said that it was 
one of the safest of the wartime 
planes. 

Little was known of Mulcahy at 
Curtiss Field. He came here about 
two months ago from Canada, where 
he had flown in the Canadian air 
police. He was unmarried and the 
only address known at Curtiss Field 
was Queens Village. He did not own 
a plane, but frequently borrowed 
planes from other pilots for flights. 
He was ‘not connected with the Cur- 
tiss Flying Service, which operates 
the field.

MON -2EAL, March 8.—In a game 
played at a very swift pace, before 
another capacity crowd of 12,500 
fans at the Montreal Forum, the 
New York Rangers were sent down 
to defeat tonight by the fast-travel- 
ing Canadiens by a 4-to-3 score.

They 
could not quite beat the brilliant 
Hainsworth in the Canadien net for 
the tying goal, and the New Yorkers 
fell for thee secand time on this 
strenuous read trip. 

After Frank Boucher, Ranger cen- 
tre, had put the American invaders 
in front with a goal early in the 
opening period, the Canadiens went 
to the front with a rush when the 
meteoric Morenz scored one and Art 
Gagne, wing man, two goals, in the 
same session. 

In the second period Bun Cook 
roused the hopes of the Rangers by 
crashing through, and that session 
ended with the count 3 to 2 in favor 
of the “Canadiens, Joliat scored the 
fourth Canadien goal soon after the 
third period openec and Bun Cook 
repeated for the Rangers, making 
the final count 4 to 3. 

Rangers Get Away Quickly, 

The Rangers got away to a good 
start by hanging up a goal in less 
than three minutes after the game 
began. Boucher, sparkling centre,

‘played more or less regularly. Then he drifted: out. 
No rewards: were offered for his return, dead or alive. 
The Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce passed’ no 
resolutions of regret. Even Congress, which investi- 


. gates everything, took no action on the passing of 


‘**Bevo.”’ ‘The country at large remained calm. . 

In the American Association campaign of 1926 this 
.same Lebourveau, hit .377 for the Toledo Mudhens and 
had the honor of leading the circuit in batting. He 
was purchased. as a prospective left fielder for the 
Giant machine, model 1927. The usually conservative

A Fatal Omen. 


‘In: his first turn at bat in a training camp game at 
Sarasota, Lebourveau hit a home run, which tied the 
record for such events and equaled par for the course. 
But one game followed another, as ball games will do, 
and ‘‘Bevo”’ gradually shortened his stride. He cut 
his homers to three-baggers, to doubles, to singles, and 
finally to nothing at all. 

‘Just an hour or two before the opening of the sea- 
son at the Polo Grounds the chap who was expected 
to play left field all year for the Giants was boarding 
a westbound train with a one-way ticket to Toledo 
in his pocket. 

It was said that the distinguishing trait of the Bour- 
bon monarchs was that they never learned anything 
and never forgot anything. It wouldn’t be fair to say 
that of the average ball player, for the average ball 
player does forget some things. Thus ‘‘Bevo’’ forgot 
the fatal influence of knockin~ a home run in his first 
time at bat in a new training camp. After his un- 
happy experience with the Giants, he returned a year 
later to make the same mistake with the Mackmen. 

An undoubted error!- An ill omen! He should have 
hit a loud foul. Or better still, he should have bunted. 
But. the damage has been done, and he might as well 
look around now and choose the nearest exit.

IFINANGIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Irregular, Advances Pree 
dominating—Money 414%, | 
Brokers’ Loans Decrease. 


Yesterday’s “report on New York 
brokers’ loans,. published as usual 
after the close of business, caused 
some surprise by showing a decrease 
for the week. It had been thought by 
Wall Street that ‘the period’s sudden 
recurrence of speculation: for the rise 
would have insured, enlargement of 
such borrowings, but they have been 
reduced $26;125,000—a change for 
which the stock market, hardly pro- 
vides the explanation: The-outstand- 
ing total now: exceeds that. of a year 
ago by. $876,698,000, and. the past 
week’s reduction’ contrasts with a 
small increase a year ago. 

Less concern than usual had been 
expressed on the Stock Exchange in 
regard to what might be the charac- 
ter of.the statement. The more com- 
placent ‘attitude evidently indicated 
Wall Street’s relief at the absence, 
in testimony before the Senate com- 
mittee at Washington, of warnings 
that. danger to the credit structure 
lurked in the mounting ‘brokers’ 
loans.’’ Even the Federal Reserve au- 
thorities summoned as witnesses tes- 
tified that such loans were presuma- 
bly ‘sound, and did not represent 
credit snatched away from the mer- 
chant and the farmer. Yet there was 
never any reason for expecting a dif- 
ferent judgment. Wall Street itself 
is well aware that the unpleasant 
possibilities involved in unlimited 
loans. for stock speculation are not 
collapse of the lending banks or in- 
adequate credit facilities for indus- 
trial borrowers. The uncomfortable 
feeling about the billion-dollar \in- 
crease in a year has its real basis in 
the teaching of experience that 
speculative valuations, built up by 
such use of credit, have usually led 
in the end to a dangerous position on 
the Stock Exchange itself—not less 
so when belief prevailed that there 
could be no end to. the process. 

Transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change decreased abruptly almost 
three-quarters of a million shares 
from the recent daily business. 
Prices moved conflictingly, with no 
distinct ‘trend to the general market, 
but with advances predominating in 
the highly speculative shares. As a 
whole, the market followed General 
Motors stock, under whose ‘spell it 
still remained. That stock advanced 
to the familiar ‘‘new high level,” 
then lost most of the early gain. 

Announcement of the Treasury’s 
quarterly financing, yesterday, 
caused comment because no steps 
were taken toward conversion of 
the Third: Liberty bonds, which ma- 
ture on the 15th of next September. 
A year ago, when redemption of the 
Second Liberty 4%s was fixed for 
Nov. 15, the March finance plan of- 
fered conversion of them into a 3% 
per cent. five-year loan, and $1,354,- 
000,000 were at once converted. Last 
March, however, the war loan re- 
deemable in the Autumn amounted 
to $3,104,000,000, whereas. only 
$1,509,000,000 of the Third Liberty 
4% per cents are now outstanding. 
This year’s operation is therefore 
much more easy to manage, ‘especial- 
ly when it is considered that $1,136,- 
000,000 of last year’s much larger 
maturity was provided for:in cash. 
Already, since the beginning of 1928, 
monthly cash purchases of ‘Third 
Liberties’’ by the Treasury have 
averaged $319,000,000 per month. 

Since the March financing is to be 
directed wholly to covering short- 
term debt whose maturity arrives 
this month, the only special concern 
in the matter is the rate of interest 
offered. The $514,000,000 one year 
and six months’ loans maturing next 
week bear interest respectively at 


(3% and 3 per cent.; they are to be 


taken up through a nine months’ 
issue at 314 per cent. and'a one-year 
issue at 3%3. This marks a somewhat 
higher money market. The new cer- 
tificates not only replace other short 
loans, one-half of which bore a lower 
rate, but the rates for the new cer- 
tificates compare with 3% per cent. 
on the seven months’ loan of last 
November, which was | subscribed 
nearly three times over. 


TELEPHONES FROM SWEDEN 


Hadar Schmidt Orders. Machines 
From Underwood Elliott Fisher. 


The long-awaited telephone call 
from Sweden to America came.yes- 
terday when Hadar Schmidt :of 
Stockholm ordered a ‘carload of add- 
ing machines from the Underwood 
Elliott Fisher Com y.. Although 
there have been calls from’ America 
to Sweden.over the circuit estab- 
lished by the American Telephone 
and a Com y about two 
weeks , there been none pre- 
viously in the opposite direction. 

As a result of the recent 40° per 
cent. reduction in. Atlantic telephone 
rates, Mr. Schmidt’s call cost only 
$51. for three minutes. It traveled 
5,069 miles, crossing the Atlantic ‘by 
radio, the North Sea by cable, Hol- 
Iand and Germany by land line and 
the Baltic Sea by cable. From Lon- 
don to Stockholm the call passed 
over a direct circuit.

New York Banks Cut Loans. 


The decrease of $26,125,000 in brok- 
ers’ loans for the week came.as con- 
siderable of a surprise in Wall 
Street, but the financial community 
was even more amazed by the dras- 
tic reduction in the loans made by 
the New York banks for their own 
account. Loans in this category de- 
creased $130,000,000 during the week, 
by far the widest movement that has 
taken place this year.

NEW TREASURY PLAN 
AIDS BOND MARKET 


Interpreted as an Indication of 
More Favorable Conditions 
of Money Later. 


DOMESTIC ISSUES ADVANCE 


Transactions in Listed Securities 
Again Exceed $13,000,000— 
Local Tractions Active. 


Transactions in bonds on the New 
York Stock Exchange again exceed- 
ed $13,000,000 esterday, and the in- 
creased activity was accompanied by 
further rises in prices in many sec- 
tions of the list. The action of Sec- 
retary Mellon in omitting an offer 
of an exchange for Third Liberty 
bonds from the new Tr financ- 
ing was considered a favorable de- 
velopment for the bond market for 

© reasons. It avoids an increase 
in the outstanding amount of long- 
term bonds, and it indicates the 
Treasury’s belief that more favorable 
conditions will prevail in the bond 
market a few months from now than 
at present. 

Buying based on this factor and on 
the broader investment demand that 
has appeared in .the market in the 
last few days resulted in an advance 
of .22 in the average price of forty 
domestic bonds. Foreign bonds, how- 
ever, were inclined to lag, and their 
average declined .03. 

Unusual activity in local traction 
issues was one feature of the mar- 
ket. Under large transactions, Inter- 
borough 6s advanced 2% points, while 
the same company’s 5s gained 1% 
> ae and its 7s moved up % point. 

ew York Railways incor e 6s ad- 
vanced 1% points, while Third Ave- 
nue Railway adjustment 5s gained 
1% points. There have been occa- 
sional spurts of buying of traction 
bonds from time to time in the last 
several weeks, but not on the scale 
that developed yesterday. There was 
no special event in the news to ac- 
count for the sudden increase in 
activity. 

Railroad and industrial bonds for 
the most part were slightly higher, 
with continued activity in the two 
new issues of Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul & Pacific 5s and a further 
recovery in several of the Seaboard 
Air Line issues. Foreign bonds for 
the most part were dull. The active 
issues among United States Govern- 
ment bonds were fractionally higher.

later date. 

The inference is that Secretary 
Mellon expects there will be a strong- 
er market in May or June, but he 
has let it be known that if market 
conditions are satisfactory in May 
the Treasury will not wait until a 
month later to take up the matter of 
the Third Liberty loan. In the event 
that an offer of exchange is made a 
month hence it will mean the re- 
funding of. $1,555,931,850 bonds of 
the issue which were outstanding on 
Jan. 31 last in less than five months, 
since the issue will mature on 
Sept. 15. 

In some quarters here yesterday 
bankers were inclined to agree that 
a better market for long-term financ- 
ing might be expected in the Spring.

IN BROKERS’ LOANS 


Decrease of $26,125,000 for 
Week Reported by Federal 
m Reserve Board. 


rBIG DECLINE BY BANKS HERE 


But Reduction of $130,000,000 Is 
Partly Offset by Increase for 
Out-of-Town Account. 


A decrease of $26,125,000 in brokers’ 
loans, placing the total more than 
$139,000,000 below the high point 
reached in February, was announced 
yesterday by the Federal Reserve 
Board. The feature of the report was 
a reduction of $130,000,000 in the 
loans made by the New York banks 
for their own account, the widest 
swing that has taken place in these 
figures for many months. This wes 
partly offset, however, by increases 
in the loans made for out-of-town 
banks and for the-lenders grouped 
under the title “‘others.’’

Half-Yearly . Figures Fail to 
Stimalate Activity in the 
Market Here. 


Cable advices received before the 
opening of the cotton market yester- 
day reported the half-yearly world 
consumption figures of the Interna- 
tional Spinners’ Federation as 8,226,- 
000, or an increase of 800,000 bales 
over last year. Although a large 
showing had been expected, the total 
proved even heavier than anticipated, 
but failed to stimulate activity. A 
slight advance found cotton for sale, 
particularly in new crop deliveries, 
and after holding a narrow range 
under a small volume of business 
final quotations showed a gain of 6 
to 10 points on the day. 

For the first time this season there 
was only one closing quotation for 
each active month on the list and 
few sales were made in final deal- 
ings.

Dr. Dewey Tells Convention That 
~” Behoof Method Must Aim. to 
Call Out This Activity. 


The mother instinct. and the aver- 
age home of today .as guides for the 
children of the family were ques- 
tioned last night by Professor Patty 
Smith. Hill of, Teachers College, Co- 


himbia University, in an address to. 


1,500 members and guests of the Pro- 
gressive Education Association, 
which is holding ‘its eighth annual 
9| conference at the Commodore Hotel. 

» Miss Hill, -although admitting the 
belief that home teaching was more 
effective than school, declared, in 
effect, that many. mothers: were not 
properly equipped ‘to teach their chil- 
dren as they should: be taught, in 
spite of the fact that some colleges 
were now teaching girls something 
about the care of children. 

“The desire of so many children to 
escape their environment brings the 
question, why? Because, from its 
birth, adults try,to force it to con- 


form to standards they think are|J-. P. 


right. for: it. When this - is poorly 
done it sets up a conflict. It is 
an age-old struggle because the little 
citizen is not prepared to fit into 
The school and the home 
fulfill their functions only when they 
become institutions of learning. 
Praises Home Teaching. 

“I. believe the home is most. effec- 
tive as an institution. of learning if 
the parents know how ..to teach. 
Much that is now taught in the school 
could be more effectively taught in 
the home if the parents knew. how, 
but at last. we are beginning to doubt 
the mother instinct as a safe and 
sane guide for. her child. 

“It is often difficult for the school 
to, undo what the home: does. In- 
struction at’ home is merely a by- 
product, while living is the chief ob- 
jective. At school the opposite is 
true. ‘The schools are perhaps best 
equipped to teach the three R’s, 
but ‘the home is the best place ‘to 
teach character, morals and ethics.’ 


Miss Hill spoke of the average 
mother’s ‘‘unpreparedness,’’ declared 
also that, unlike the school teacher, 
the mother recéived no ary, 
‘“‘somtimes' a grudging support,’”’ and 
never had a‘leave of absence. She 


4| expressed the’ opinion that teaching 


children diet, sanitation and the like 
was teaching the wrong persons, as 
the mothers should be taught such 
things. Diet training, she declared, 
often went amiss when mothers 
served children coffee for breakfast. 
The mother, not the child, she held, 
should be taught to open the window 
at night. ~ 

Dr. Adolf Meyer of Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, the first 
speaker at last night’s session of the 
conference, said bars life of the child 
and the youth of today was a 
itely harder and more eed ee 
than anything our own generation 
had to face.’”’ The habit and ex- 
perience of ‘choosing and abiding by 
one’s choice seemed, ‘he said, to be 
a great fundamental. After saying 
‘that, apparently, both men and wo- 
men were more. ‘‘promiscuous’’ 
day than ever before, he added: 

“Young people today think and 
sveak. of actual life.. They.. expect 
the adult to talk as he lives and 
we must meet the challenge. They 
are no longer content to pass things 
by with explanations couched in 
general phrases.
